Johnny Williams, 3; Lady Juliet, 4, and ten 
two-year-olds by such sires as Esher, Lord Hart- 
ington, Spendthrift, etc., and all of them out 
of good dams. All are looking and doing well 
and they are a very racy looking lot. 

“W. W. Worthington has a stable of fourteen, 
consisting of Rampart, Princess Teck, etc., and 
eight two-year-olds. One of the lot is a half- 
brother to My Maryland, being by Jim Gore— 
Palianthus. This is a very handsome, stylish- 
looking fellow and from looks should race. 

“Robert McMillan has Winker, 4, ; Albert L, 3, 
and four two-year-olds, one of which is a half- 
brother to French Park.

HOW JUDGE DENNY WON. 



Opinion as to the outcome was very much 
divided and the betting was very uniform, 2 to 1 
being obtainable against any one of the starters. 
It was an open secret that Wawona was in the 
race to make the running for Judge Denny, as 
the old horse was in no condition to go such a 
long route. There was no delay at the post, 
the quartet being dispatched on even terms. 
Marplot at once shot to the front, followed by 
Wawona. The former was fighting for his head 
and almost pulled Woods out of the saddle. 
W’awona carried Marplot the first mile in 1 :43i, 
and old timers shook their heads and remarked, 
“A bit too fast for such a long race.” Wawona 

r soon had enough and Marplot led The Bachelor 
six furlongs along the back stretch, while Judge 
Denny was within hailing distance of the Corri- 
gan horse. The watches clicked at 3:364 as 
Marplot passed the stand the second time six 
lengths in front of The Bachelor, while the lat- 
ter led Judge Denny the same distance. There 
was a general closing up on the third mile. 
Marplot passing the stand for the last mile less 
than two lengths to the good of The Bachelor, 
while Judge Denny was close up. At this stage 
of the race The Bachelor appeared to be going 
the easiest, while Thorpe was rating Judge 
Denny with rare skill. Marplot and TPe Bach- 
elor were neck and neck at the half mile post. 



three lengths in front of Judge Denny, and the 
spectators evinced the liveliest interest in the 
struggle for supremacy. 

Marplot drew clear of The Bachelor as the 
horses swung into the stretch amidst the great- 
est excitement. “The Bachelor is beaten ! ” 
w’as the roar heard on all sides and then Thorpe 
sat down to ride Judge Denny, but the black 
horse was unable to gain a yard on Marplot 
and the cry went up “Marplot wins ! ” 

It was a premature yell, as the black horse 
responded gamely to the whip in the last six- 
teenth, and, catching Marplot at the saddling 
paddock, won out by two lengths, after a bril- 
liant contest, in the excellent time of 7 :20i. 
This is within 14 seconds of the world’s four- 
mile race record held by Fellowcraft, but Judge 
Denny must be awarded the palm, as he carried 
115 pounds to Fellowcraft’s 108. Judge Denny 
is owned by William Pinkerton, and is a grandly 
improved Ijorse since Sam Hildreth has been 
training him. 

Marplot ran a phenomenal race for a 3-year 
old, and there is every reason to believe that 
the son of Rossington would have beaten Judge 
Denny single handed, but after Wawona had 
raced out with him. The Bachelor took a crack, 
and finally Judge Denny. “I could never have 
beaten Marplot,” said Sam Hildreth, “if Wa- 
wona had not cut out the pace. In fact, I would 
never have started Judge Denny against Mar- 
plot without a pacemaker.” 

Barney Schreiber took his defeat with good 
grace and admitted that Judge Denny could 
beat his horse. Thousands of people who saw 
the race will be surprised to learn that Thorpe 
had given up all hope of winning after turning 
into the stretch. “I made my ride after getting 
straightened out for the home run,” said 
Thorpe, “but I could not gain on Marplot. I 
thought that Judge Denny had given out under 
me, but a furlong from the finish I went to the 
whip and the game way in which he responded 
was a revelation; but I had to get every ounce 
out of the black horse to beat Marplot. For a 
little fellow Woods rode a great race on the 
three-year-old. I was surprised at the collapse 
of The Bachelor after Martin let him down, as 
he looked to have a great chance half a mile 
from the finish.” — San Francisco Chronicle. 



NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Racing at Barksdale will cover fifteen days. 
Then Elkton will follow and fill up the time 
until April 4, after which the homeless outlaws 
will apparently have to seek fresh fields and 
pastures new. They have not given up all hope 
however. A new bill, covering the whole state, 
may be passed hy the Maryland Legislature 
that may help the outlaws by prohibiting racing 
during the months of December, January and 
February. A Maryland legislator has given it 
as his opinion that even the game in Cecil 
County may be saved in this way. 

Efforts are being made to form a Northwest- 
ern Racing Circuit, the coming spring, in order 
to carry on the sport in a number of western 
points throughout the entire summer season. 
If it is organized, it is expected that the circuit 
will include Denver, Kansas City, St. Joseph, 
Omaha, Sioux City and Des Moines, and meet- 
ings will be held beginning in May and con- 
tinuing in the order named. All these cities 
have good mile trotting tracks which might 
easily be put in condition for running meetings. 

“Tiny” Williams who is to ride the coming 
season for J. E. Seagram, the Canadian turf- 
man, will go to New Orleans on the evening of 
March 2. Williams will train at the Crescent 
City track by riding such mounts as are offered. 
By doing this he will be in the best of fettle 
I when the season opens on the metropolitan 
* tracks. 



In California Thorpe still leads the jockeys, 
having won 94 out of 275 mounts, second in 52, 
third in 51 and unplaced 78 times. Clawson 
comes next with 73 out of 371 mounts, 69 seconds, 
68 thirds, 161 unplaced. Conley is third, with 58 
out of 243 mounts, 47 seconds, 43 thirds and 95 un- 
placed. 

The controversy between jockey Dick Claw- 
son, jockey Dick’s father and jockey Dick’s 
employers, Atkin & Lottridge, has been settled 
by his being ordered to return to his stable and 
carry out the terms of his contract.
